iRARD, also known as^tMuck-Muck" apparently is the Son 
of Mair'who is now in the East in 'the Holy City of Mecca, which 
is heaven. The only heaven there is J is Mecca. This Son of Man 
came to the wilderness of North America by himself, because he 
was all powerful. He held the power of the universe in his right 
hand. The Son of Man came for the deliverance of the lost tribe 
of Islam, and not to serve the Caucasian as the white man is the 
devil. This devil has had streams of prophets who have been un- 
able to reform him, and that is why he must be killed, and we 
Moslems must kill him'.

The reference report sets forth that thefmos-lem organization consist- 
ing of colored people was vary active in this ci*ty and had their headquart- 
ers at 104 East 51st Street. This report also set forth that PAULINE I^AHAR 
was reputed to be the Secretary of this organization inasmuch as her name is 
signed to communications emanating from the above address. 44 

A teletype was received from the Washington Field Division on May 11, 
1942 setting forth that the subject of this case had been apprehended on 
May 8, 1942. This teletype also set forth that the Chicago temple of the 
moslems organization was located at 104 East 51st Street, and the records 
of the group were in the possession of PAULINE BAHAll at the above address. 
It was also ascertained by 'the Washington Field Division. UaSt the organiza- 
tion was founded in 1931 at Detroit, Michigan, by W. D^FARD, who is described

On May 16, 1942 a teletype was received from the Detroit Field Divi- 
sion settin: forth that a raid had been conducted on the temple of the Islams 
and that they had taken six men and five women into custody for questioning. 
The agents ]^arned from the questioning of the numbers of that group that 
WALLACE DON.JfaHDj known as Allah, organized this group in 1931 but had left 
Detroit inW934, and the members did not know is present address. It was 
also set forth in the teletype that the teachings 3nd discussions of this 
group are of freedom, justice and quality. No member is allowed to smoke, 
drink, or carry any sort of weapon. They also advised that there was no 
Japanese influence apparent in Detroit. Those members also stated that 
registration under the Selective Service Act was contrary to the law of Al- 
lah but also denied that discussions of the group ever concerned registration 
and that no member is counseled or advised to register, but that each one de- 
cides for himself.

Among tfe effects of the Islam Temple organization were three 
ledger books . the Tirst was a l»dger marked Exhibit #2 which is being 
retained in the files of the Milwaukee Field Division and which is the 
membership and attendance book of the organization, dated February 1, 1937.U 

She first case contains the words. «I will arise and co to my 
Father MR. n". D. FARD". This book contains the names of thirty two per- 
sons, sixteen men and sixteen women, all of whom have as their •urname, 
nj« or "Bey". It is to be noted that twenty of the thirty two persons 
listed in this attendance book aretaown to be presently active in the 
Islam Temple. V\ 



A second ledger J^-ok contains a list of contributions made by 
the various members for tw "Prophet' s Food List" from September 28, 1940 
to September 28, 1941. Th?e ledger reflects that the mr. oership, total- 
ing n3ver more than twenty two, contributed frcra $6 to per week for 
food for the Prophet's family. This ledger is bGing marked Exhbit #3 
and is being retained in the files of the Mil"3uk=e Fiold Divisfon. 



A'third ledger contains a list of the members and their contri- 
butions from February 15, 1941 to February 15, 1942. The ■member? are 
list ad with their first names and the surname, n X" and the amount each 
contributed woekly during th-2 ye?r. Each month ths ladder indicates a 
certain sunrwas paid to PROPHET ELIJAH MOHAMMED. A compilation of the 
amounts paid PROPHET ELIJAH V 0HA"1!ED indicates that during the yjar a 
total of $1466.80 was paid to FR0PH3T ELIJAH M0HA>.1 ! ED out of a total of 
$1649.50, fihich was the total amount contributed by the mambars. It is 
to be noted that the members do not contribute 3 fixed amount, «uch as 
duos, but contribute whatever thoy can. The members advised that this 
money was either turned ovar to Teacher SULTAN T'OHAMHED or Buirt^diroctly 
to ELIJAH M0HA?>:ED in Chicago.

Later in the meeting, he made the following remarks: 

"Join your own kind and your own religion and save yourself from 
the wrath of Allah on America. It is written in the book to receive not the 
mark of the beast or hia name for they that receive the aark will be destroyed, 
tfhat is the :aark of the beast? It is the nark you see on the devil's r.^oney 
and on his uniforms . The sign or :za.rk of the beast is the 'eagle.' And if 
you have that aark the Japanese are goin.^; to shoot at it." ^ 

On iiay 191*2, Gulan Bogana, known as the apostle of , w ll£h, Mas 
taken into custody by Bureau Agents, at which time he admittuci that hti had 
failed to register on February 16, 1942. He refused to register when 
requested to do so, stating that it would be against the will of Allah, and 
that he had already registered with the nation of Ialan in Detroit in 1931. 
According to Bogana, in 1931 he met an individual known to hia as „. D. Fard, 
whom he cor.siders as Allah, our God. He adurised the h^ents ti.at Ai.iah told 
him that Islan is freedom, justice, and equality for the people of lost 
nations, in which are included the dark people in the United States, which 
he described as the wilderness of North America. He continued that no true 
member of Islam would register for United States Selective Service, and that 
he would under no circumstances submit to or pemit the Agents to register 
hia.^ 

Bogana advised that in aaciition to the Temple in ,dshiiu;tan, 0. C, 
there are Taraples in Detroit, iiilwaukee, and Chicago. The original Teople 
at Detroit, where Islam was founded, has, according to Bogana, between nine 
and ten thousand registrants * This is possibly exaggerated, but it is believed 
that there is an active membership of between fifty ana one hundred. Through 
informants, it was ascertained that the leaders of the Detroit and Milwaukee 
Temples arrived in '..ashington, D. C, very shortly after Sogsns' incarceration. 
These individuals were questioned by Agents, at which time they admitted they 
had failed to register on April 27, 191*2, and when given an opportunity to do 
so refused to register* One of then, Sultan Mohammed, is the leader of the 
iiilwaukee Temple of Islam, 630 V,eat McKinley Street, Iiilwaukee, Vila cons in, 
and he claims a membership of between one hundred and one hundred fifty In 
that city. The other person, V'ali Mohammed, stated that he was the leader 
of the Detroit Temple. Their real names are Sullivan £Llis and William Poole, 
respectively. Gulan Bogana is a blood .brother of Sullivan £llis.\| 

The above information concerning the failure of j[ | and Poole to 
register on April 27, 1942, is being presented to the United States Attorneys 
at Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and Detroit, Uichigan, for whatever action they may 
desire to take in the premise* . ^
